Bob, 


One way to Stiffen up a PVC Mast is to Stuff it with a 2 X 2 which has the 
Corners Shaved a bit. I simple Block Plane will make quick work of it. 


Best for 1-1/4 or 1-1/2 PVC. Another "Trick" is to Drill a Couple of 
Holes in the PVC about 6 to 12 inches above a joint and run a bolt thru 
the PVC and the Wood and add a Washer and Wing Nut. Makes a good Portable 
Mast Section. I have also just used an Exterior Deck Screw in my Battery 
powered Screw Gun to join them. 


Your Choice of Wood will make a big difference. Many 2x2s are soft white 
Pine. No good. Look for spruce or fir. I have thought of adding ladder 
line stapled to the 2X2s inside of the mast. Not tryed yet, but should 
work. 


I have an assortment of PVC Pipe Samples to play games with when the 
Weather is Warmer. 


I had an offer of a few 55 Gallon Drums, which I thought would make great 
base stands for some PVC Masts. I plan to fill it partly with Sand/Gravel 
and Add an internal Spacer to hold a 3-4" PVC Mast in place. Add a Second 
Spacer as the Lid and you have a heavy Duty Vertical Tower Base. 


Just Add PVC Sections and or Fiberglass Fishing Poles to reach the height 
desired. Guy Lines as needed. 


That is my basic Back yard Wire Antenna Test Range. " 5 X 55 Test Range" 


I also have a 5 Gallon Bird Feeder Design, and a Light House Design on the 
drawing board. (The XYL likes Lighthouses :‘%

Answer . . . One inductor and one capacitor, the >L< Network 


Figure 1 (e-mail me direct for an attachment "EXPORT -L- . gif") shows 
the no feedline, portable, long wire antenna system I used with 
outstanding success a few years ago while camping in a pop-up. This setup 
will match most 100 foot long wire antenna configurations form 80 through 
10 meters. Since the components are small, light, easy to pack and deploy 
this configuration also makes for an outstanding spare or emergency 
antenna. 


The inductor is 21 turns of solid 18 AWG wound on a "stack" of three, 
Micrometals, RED (MIX 2), T94-2, powdered iron cores, with a "tap" placed 
every three turns (Figure 3). The capacitor is a 200 pico Farad variable. 
The antenna wire is a small roll of inexpensive, insulated, zip cord. You 
will need "alligator" clips and a tuning indicator. The earth ground 
system is several strands of zip cord in parallel. The ground rod just a 
common screwdriver with a vice-grip for hammer and wire clamp. 


Feedline is not required (ssee Figure 1) because the >L< network is 
connected direct between transceiver and base (the feed point) of the 
antenna. The feedpoint of the long wire antenna is located inside the 
shack (camper, tent or sleeping bag). 


The tuning indicator can take many forms. It is noteworthy to say, if it 
takes too long to adjust ANY antenna tuner, the "final RF amplifier" in 
your transmitter may be at risk to over heating. I suggest, install a 10 
dB attenuator (figure 4) between the transmitter and tuner to help 
protect the PA transistor during the initial adjustment. The "attenuator" 
technique is NOT a guarantee. The safest method is reduced transmitter 
power and short (intermittent) "key down" adjustments. The attenuator is 
removed for final adjustment and QSOs. 


The >L< Network 


For the purpose of this discussion the term long wire antenna refers to a 
non resonant wire element that is either, straight line, zigzag, 
horizontal, vertical, or any combination, but always longer than a half 
wave at it's operating frequency. A counterpoise is not required. An 
earth ground helps. 


The approximate half wave length in feet can be determined by dividing 
468 by the operating frequency in MHz. Example, Length(ft) = 468 / 
F(MHz), a half wave at 7.04 MHz is approximately 66.5 feet. 


How does the >L< network match a low impedance transmitter to high 
impedance long wire? Connect the coil in series between the XCVR / ANT 
junction and connect the capacitor from the COIL / ANT junction to the 
XCVR chassis and earth ground, see figure 1. 


The >L< network will also match most random, non resonant, "short", low 
impedance antenna. The short antenna refers to a wire or rod (whip), 
straight line, zigzag, vertical, horizontal or any combination but always 
less than a quarter wave at it's operating frequency. The short antenna 
is a compromise, efficiency can be poor and a counterpoise is required 
for best results. When matching a highZ (50 Ohm, transmitter) to lowZ 
(15 Ohm, short vertical) the inductor is connected in series between 
source and load. The capacitor is "shunt" or parallel to the source, see 
figure 2. Note, this connection is unlike the "long" example above. 


Today our camper is a fifth-wheel with an eight-foot aluminum ladder 
rack. I just add a Radio Shack # 21-937B Rack Mount Bracket to create a 
very nice whip antenna support AND ladder rack counterpoise antenna 
system. The base of my antenna is now atop that ladder rack so a feedline 
is required. NOTE .. .Feedline may assert a length problem and affect 
the impedance the transmitter looks into when there is a reactive 
component on the other end. Why? In this case, the load (on the 
feedline) is a non-resonant length of wire, i.e., a reactive component. 
Therefore, the transmitter in Figure 2 will only see 50 Ohms when there 
is a half wave, 50 Ohm feedline connected. Why? A half wave feedline 
"repeats" at it's INPUT what it "sees" at it's OUTPUT and the >L< network 
for the "short" antenna was designed to match 50 Ohm. 


Conclusions . 
Exclude . . . the feedline and it is noteworthy to say, the >L< network 
shown in figures 1 and 2 match the Smith Chart ' yin / yang ' curves, 


i.e., there is most likely no point on the chart one or the other network 
configuration will not match to 50 Ohm. 


Include. . . a feedline of random length and the >L< network may not 
tune all the bands, however, the operative word is "random" length feed 
line. Change the feed line length a foot or two and try again. 


Ah ‘little Theory and Math (very little). 


The impedance presented by the end of a random wire can range over a very 
large playing field, from only a few Ohms to several thousand Ohms. This 
calculation shows just one example, how to match a 50 Ohm source to a 377 
Ohm load using the >L< network. 


First find K 

K = Square root of ((HighZ / LowZ) - 1) 
K ( ( 377 / 50) -1) * 0.5 

K 2.56 


Next find X(L), reactance of the matching coil 
X(L) = K times LowZ 

X(L) = 2.56 X 50 

X(L) = 128 Ohm 


Next find the matching coil value 
If X(L) = 2 Pi FL 
then L = X(L) / 2 PiF 


L= 128 / (6.28 X 7.04E6) >>7.040 MHz<< 
L = 2.89E-6 or (2.89 ul) 
The series inductor should be approximately 3 micro Henry 


Next find X(C), reactance of the matching capacitor 
X(C) = HighZ / K 
X(C) = 377 / 2.56 
X(C) = 147.26 Ohm 


Next find the matching capacitor value 
if X(C) =1/ (2 Pi F C) 
then C = 1 / (2 Pi F_ X(C)) 


C=1/ ( 6.28 X 7.04E6 X 147) 
C = 1.5E -10 
(1.5E -10) is 0.15 nano Farad or 0.00015 micro F or 150 pico F 


For a lower SWR : > ) make C a variable capacitor and (if required) 
parallel fixed value capacitors to extend the range or series fixed 


values to decrease the range (total value).

Ian is very correct on this important point. The ground plane, and 
connections to / from the ground plane are extremely important. About 10 
years ago, I was doing PCB layouts for various SWR circuits to test. The 
PCB/s would be connected to the xmit/antenna input / output connectors with 
short runs of coax. In each instance, relying on "ground plane" to metal 
enclosure negative (shield) returns created very unstable measurements. BUT, 
when connecting BOTH the input and output coax shield to the groud plane 
immediately adjacent to the respective input / outputs for the coax center 
conductor, the circuits were very stable up thru 150 MHz each and every time, 
with a variety of different mounting methods / enclsures / etc. 
Repeatability was assured regardless of the use and mounting means. 

My favorite circuit and the one I finally chose to produce was that of Dave 
Stockton's...found in numerous GQRP pubs. (Thanks Dave!!!)

You can use the Dremel to drill the holes in boards. I purchased a 
Drill press accessory from Home Depot for the dremel and it does work. 
However, if I had it to do over again, I would just buy a small bench 
drill press and use the Dremel for other work. I have found that the 
Dremel has a few problems being used as a drill press. 

The tool slows down if set at anything below 4 1/2 on the speed control. 
The bits are hard to change with the tool mounted in the stand (trying 
to center the bit so there is no wobble). And the "chuck" they sell is 
necessary to hold #65 drill bits for holes. 

All that said, it does work. But I would get a small bench drill press 
from Home Depot or Harbor Freight if I had it to do over again. 

Hope this helps.

At the present time I think most of you will build a PTO for a special 


radio, and the development of a tuning assembly is not justified. Maybe 
if there is enough interest some method could be developed! 


There has also been some interest in how to calculate the circuit values 
for a PTO. You must remember that a PTO is, in the end, only an 
oscillator. It may be built using more solid mechanical means, and it 
may be tuned with a coil instead of a capacitor, but it is really still 
only an LC oscillator. 


The method I used in my development work was to first decide on the 
frequency range I wanted. Then I calculate the L and C values 
necessary. Now, in a normal oscillator I would have wound a toroidal 
coil and used a variable capacitor whose range matched what I needed! 
In a PTO, I chose a starting point for the capacitor and calculated the 
inductance necessary. 


The inductor in a PTO is simply a slug tuned coil! If you start with 
the calculation of inductance for a single layer solenoid coil, which 
you can find in the ARRL Handbook, you can then insert your slug and 
adjust the number of turns and/or the capacitor to get the frequency 
range you want! 


There have been formulas in the past for calculating the inductance of a 
slug tuned coil, but unfortunately those coils are no longer available 
so the formulas don't do you much good. Experimentation is faster! 


One other point, while permeability tuning is nice, it is not magic. 
Whatever method you choose to tune a variable oscillator requires some 
sort of special tailoring. Variable capacitors used ot be available 
designed for straight line frequency change or straight line capacity 
change. The plates were shaped differently. In a PTO, you may have to 
distribute the windings in a certain way to get linearity! 


BTW, QST had a very good article about building a PTO back in the 60's!

Bruce's observations were quite correct. A PTO is simply a variable 
oscillator tuned by changing inductance instead of capacitance. 


I dug out my copy of Doug DeMaw's "QRP Design Notebook" and used the 
formulas he presented on VFO design to come up with a ballpark value for the 
Capacitor and inductance values needed to tune a 40 meter VFO a hundred kHz 
or so. The variable inductor I'm presently building is designed so that the 
brass slug moves a full inch into the coil and the inductance changes only 
Q@.1 uH. That should give me somewhere around 100 kHz of tuning. At 32 
t.p.i. the tuning rage will be nice and slow ..... maybe almost too slow. 
Anyhow, I expect to have the variable coil finished by this weekend and 
pictures will be on my web page.

I've used the Dremel in the past, but not too much recently. 


I picked up a floor standing drill press at one of the surplus houses for 
under $100. 


Only trouble was, the 1/2" chuck is so big it won't come down far 
enough to pinch on 1/8" bits. 


But, I found this ‘chuck in a chuck' thing. It's like a regular drill 
chuck, 

only it's tiny. It can grab things like dental bits it's so fine. It can 
only 

go UP in size to about 3/16 or so, not even 1/4". It has a 1/4" hex 

shaft on the back to fit into the cordless screwdrivers. 


Using that in the big drill press makes it easy to use for small detailed 
work. 


Also, a few years ago my dad had picked up ‘slider' for his drill press. 
It went into the 'big' chuck, and had a small chuck on the bottom of it.

Hello everyone! Here is a VERY simple tuning method that works great 

(although I haven't tried it on a ham radio yet). Anyone ever build a 
"Single Slider" type Crystal Radio? Here's a photo of a Oak and Brass 
Crystal Radio kit I designed and sold a couple years back. 


http: //www.QRPp-I.com/images/crystalradio. jpg 
The tuning rod slides across the coil. You have to sand the enamel off the 


magnet wire to expose the bare copper. I did this by taking electrical tape 
and putting two pieces across the coil with 1/4" space between them and then 


using 100 grit sand paper.. .carefully removing the enamel. I measured the 
one shown in the photo which is #30 wire on a 35mm plastic (Kodak) film can 
(don't ask how many turns... I just leave about 1/4" on each end). I 


measured it's inductance using my new AADE L/C MeterIIB (this thing is 
AWESOME!). It's inductance is variable from @.411uH to 338.6uH. I also 
have one wound with #26 wire (fewer turns) and it's range is 0.250 to 
142.2uH. It shouldn't be difficult to figure out a usable range for a 


variable oscillator. Anyway... mount the coil in the case and have the 
tuning bar through a slot. Hopefully you can picture what I'm talking about 
here. The bar just moves back and forth... not in and out like the PTO. 


You can even label it. Another method would be to cut a slit in the case, 
put a bolt through it have mount it so it just touches the coil and freely 
moves back and forth. Moving the bolt back and forth would tune the rig. 
Anyway... a "Slider" would be easy to build. Do some searches on Crystal 
Radios and see all the different tuning methods. The vintage French crystal 
radios are incredible. One of my favorite designs is an inductively coupled 
dual-slider. 


I know it's not a PTO... but it is an easy method of making a variable 


inductor.

Not completely. Each of the types of oscillators has its good points as 
well as its shortcomings. With the digital implementations high frequency 
stability is achieved- to oversimplify- at the expense of artifacts like 
phase noise (PLLs) or spurs (DDSs). From a large-scale manufacturing 
standpoint, it's easier to invest engineering time in firmware and 

silicon instead of custom machining and mechanical calibration. From there, 
it's inevitable that a digitally-based oscillator would be accompanied by an 
LED or LCD readout. It solves a bunch of manufacturing issues. (Back to that 


in a minute) 


[ Me? I love the old Velvet Vernier dials- the big ones that make 

you feel like controlling water flow at Hoover Dam when you turn the knob. 
That doesn't mean, though, that I'll ever produce a kit using those, and for

I'm looking for something to compress the middle section of tubing. I 
guess it would sort of be an inverted swage. What I want to do is reduce 
the center section of a piece of tubing from 5/8" to about 1/2", in 

a space Of 1/4" to 1". This is for an antenna project and I have a fair 
number of these to make. A better description might be to look at the 
connectors on the top rail of a chain link fence. I want to make 
something like that, but in a smaller diameter.

I've often looked at the laser head assembly in a portable CD player as a 
possible mechanisum to tune a PTO. If you have kids, you probably have a 


couple of these broken CD players already :-) 


Remove the laser assembly from the slider, then the slider could either run 
a slug in/out of a coil or run a bar across the top of coil like Brice 
suggested, if you need a really big change in inductance (might be more 
suitable as a tunable front end than a VFO though). The neat thing is these 
are motor driven, so you can remotely push button tune it. Eliminates all 
the mechanical shaft problems. Only down side is, it would end up being a 
fairly large package.

Glad you asked. I have been using Press-n-Peel now for about 6 months. 
I have made quite a few boards, as well as the front and back panels for 
my 2n2/40. I have had no problem using it and commonly use traces 10mil 
thick with 10mil spacing. It is important to use the right heat ( I use 
just higher than acrylicxsilk setting ) and to be sure it is all 
transferred before cooling (under cold water) the board. Other than 
that the stuff is great. I have been making boards for over 20 years 
and find this stuff to be the easiest/most accurate way to do it. 

A note on the mirror image. When you print onto the Press-n-Peel 
transfer it is automatically mirrored so check before you transfer. You 
might want to make a mirror image of the mirror image and print that 
onto the Press-n-Peel. 


Hope this helps.
